QUEER CUSTOMS & DRESSES 
-IN NEW GUINEA, 


VISITS TO UNKNOWN TRIBES. 


A set of very fine lantern views 
illustrating native life in the man- 
dnted territory of New. Guinea 
was shown recently at a meeting 
of the’ Royal Anthropological 
Society, Singapore, by the Rev. 
F. R. Bishop, who is the only 
Anglican clergyman’. -in — the 
whole territory.’ He explain- 
ed that his mission is to 
the white officials, and as they 
are scattered about in the most 
remote places he had in the course 
of his pastoral visits an oppor- 
tunity of secing the natives of a | 
great many almost unknown | 
tribes.

of this? 

One by one Mr. Pitt-Rivers 
analyses the various causes usual. 
ly . given—clothes; intoxicating 
drink; head-hunting; sexual vices; 
infanticide; &c, &c.—but they 
don't account for. it. 

Some have ‘insisted that the 
Polynesian was a dying race long 
before the. European came on the 
acene, and that his doom was seal- 
ed. But a careful examination’ of 


‘|the evidences ‘of population in the 


various islands when they first 
came in contact with the European 
shows that this is not the, case. 


‘tn fact it affords overwhelming 


proof that’ the population in moat 
of the islands waa inclined -to ex- 
ceed the optimism, and that the 
systems of infanticide, .&c., were 
carefully introduced ‘methods ‘to 
keep "the population at an optimum 
where the food-supply was necea~ 
sarily limited. 

But now all this is changed. 
The young women are childless; 
the old ones, listless. The young 
men have lost their interest in life; 
and the old ones simply wait for 
death. The problem is neither 
social’ nor sexual; hygienic or. 
sartorial, It rather. seems to belong 
‘to that deep psychological stratrum 
from which all of these flow. A 
kind of racial megrims has eaten 
out, the vitala of the people and 
left them an etfolated and infecund 
race. } 

Several things seem to be con- 
tributory causes of this:—, 

(1) The prohibition of polygamy. 

Polygamy, or to be more cor- 
rect, polygyny has had a large

‘But when the white man and the 
missionary come, in contact with 
polygamous peoples they insist, 
within the Limits of thelr sway, on 
its ogtensible abandonment.

“Zealand led to the breakdown of

“to abolish tapu, and did so to a 
“great extent. They destroyed it 
“qs a corrective force, as a highly 
“useful element in the life: of. the 

“people. “ Apparently no missionary 
“ever studied or understood this 
“remarkable inatitution,. and, so 
“they knew’ not ‘the harm they 
“were doing, In the end we saw 
“the Maori, like a-rudderless ship 
“drifting passively, aimlessly, hope- 
“lessly, down the stream ‘of life.”

“natives of the miracles worked by 
“priests and saints in the old days;

subject, Norman Haire, Ch.M., 
M.B., and contains articles by 
eleven authors, ‘including the 
Editor.’
